“If you base the average on a full 
year, we have 9 guests per minute, 
but if you base it on the operating 
hours, we have 25 guests per minute.

How many minutes of entertain- 
ment are there in one working day 
during the summer? 

“During the day we have 4,660 
minutes of entertainment. During 
the night we have 1,834 minutes. 
This gives us a cumulative total 
of 6,494 minutes of entertainment 
during just one day, or 108 hours 
and 14 minutes. The average one- 
half hour TV show has approx. 26 
minutes of entertainment and the 
| hour show, 52 min. This means that 
the talent department performs the 
equivalent of 249 1; hours shows 
and 124 1 hours shows per day. The 
average Broadway show runs two 
hours. Again the talent dept. gives 
the equivalent of 54 Broadway 
shows in just one day.
